WASHINGTON, Jan. 25.—(4)— 
A federal grand/jury today in- 
dicted George N. Briggs, confiden- 
tial aide to Interior Secretary 


Ickes, on charges of forging the 
“Hopkins letter,” the celebrated 
document which implied that the 
White House is in political cahoots 
with Wendell Willkie. 

Besides forgery, the indictment 
accused Briggs of false pretense 
and using the mails to defraud. In 
effect, the jury absolved al)! others 
mentioned in the bizarre case. 


The language of the three bills 
of indictment was that Briggs 
zione wrote the celebrated letter; 
that he signed the name of Harry 
Hopkins, close adviser to Presi- 
dent Roosevelt: that he carried on 
the correspondence leading to its 
publication in an anti-Willkie book, 
and obtained money from. the 
book's author. 

The 55-year-old Briggs, brother 
of the late Cartoonist Clare Briggs 
who drew “When a Feller Needs 
a Friend,” had no comment but 
his attorneys said he was “nat- 
urally surprised” at the _ indict- 
ments. Bail was fixed at $3,000 
which Briggs is expected to post 
tomorrow.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 25.—(4)—

Because of 
somewhat smaller supplies and 
the constantly growing demands 
of the Army and Navy, these 
higher point values on meat prob- 
ably will have to be continued— 
with occasional ups and downs— 
throughout the spring.” 

PORK PLENTIFUL 

Pork cuts, Bowles indicated, 
may not be affected in the upward 
revision of meat values. He said 
supply is “still plentiful in most 
areas and will continue to be plen- 
tiful during February.” 

There will be changes “both up 
and down” in the processed foods 
point chart for next month, the 
administrator stated. 

February point values on both 
processed foods and meats will be 
announced by OPA later this 
week.

British-Bolivian Break 
Announced; Door Open 


LONDON, Jan. 25.—(7)—The British government announced re 
fusal today to recognize Bolivia’s military junta but left the door open 
for a resumption of relations if conditions change. 


Foreign Secretary Anthony 
Eden announced,in commons that 
the recently named minister would 
not proceed to take up his post in 
Bolivia, but Eden included the sig- 
nificant word “now” and shortly 
thereafter a foreign offce spokes- 
man told reporters it did not plan 
to close the legation at La Paz. 


Britain’s action followed a simi- 
lar move last night by the United 
States. Eden said he believed the 
Bolivian coup had been aided by 
German agents and added the 
British government was “in step” 
with the United States both as to 
diplomatic recognition and eco- 
nomic action. 

Thirteen Latin American coun- 
tries have declined.recognition of 
the Bolivian government and all 
others except Argentina are ex- 
pected to follow suit. Those al- 
ready having acted were Uruguay, 
Cuba, Venezuela, Brazil, Peru, 
Guatemala, the Dominican Re- 
public, Colombia, Nicaragua, Hon- 
duras, Paraguay and Chile.

A spokesman for the Coastal

House Approves Funds 
For Worldwide Relief 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 25.—(4)—Overriding some sharp objections 
—principally from Republicans—the house today approved legislation 
permitting the United States to contribute $1,350,000,000 to a world 
“kitty” for relief and rehabilitation of war-ravaged areas and popu- 


lations. 

The bill went to the senate by 
a vote of 338-54 after the Repub- 
licans fought in vain for an 
amendment to place control of the 
funds in the hands of Secretary of 
State Cordell Hull, rather than 
the President. This was defeated, 
217 to 175. 

In the form it finally left the 
house, the measure was broaden- 
ed so that aid can be extended 
to the people of India. 


The house also approved the 
agreement reached by the 44 par- 
ticipating nations which formed 
the United Nations Relief and Re- 
habilitation Administration at At- 
lantic City. This caused some crit- 
ics to say that congress was in- 
dorsing treaties and that it was 
taking the first step toward “the 
super state,” or “totalitarianism.” 
UNRRA PROGRAM 

The “UNRRA” program pro- 
vides that immediately upon .the 
liberation of any area by the arm- 
ed forces of the’ United Nations, 
the population shall receive aid 
and relief, and that urgently need- 
ed agricultural and industrial pro- 
duction shall be resumed. 

Rebuff of the amendment of- 
fered by Representative Vorys, 
Republican, Ohio, to put the funds 
under the State Department fol- 
lowed a plea by House Democratic 
Leader McCormack that only “one 
construction could be placed on it; 
that it is a slap at the President 
of the United States.” 

Vorys expressed regret that Mc- 
Cormack had injected what he 
termed “partisan feeling” into the 
“bill, denied thaf his amendment 
was a slap at the President, and 
added that congress — would be 


merely asserting its rights by not 
handing out any. “more blank 
checks.” 

Only two Democrats, Rankin, of 
Mississippi, and White, of Idaho, 
voted for the Vorys amendment. 
TO REACH ANY AREA 

No opposition was encountered 
to an amendment offered by Rep- 
resentative Mundt, Republican, 
South Dakota, recommending that 
funds could be spent in any area 
important to United Nations mili- 
tary operations where the popu- 
lation might be stricken by fam- 
ine or disease. Mundt said that 
while India was not specifically 
named, it thus was brought with- 
in the scope of UNRRA., 

Sirdar J. J. Singh, president of 
the “India League of America, is- 
sued a statement saying that de- 
feat of the amendment “would 
have been most injurious to the 
cause of the United Nations in the 
war of Asia.” 

The house brushed aside pro- 
posals to provide $1,000,000,000 to 
be spent through the Red Cross 
instead of UNRRA; to limit 
UNRRA’s fund to $675,000,000; to 
finance UNRRA operations 
through public sale of relief and 
rehabilitation bonds; to limit the 
spending of any funds to the “ne- 
cessities of life;” and to limit the 
life of UNRRA to January 1, 1946. 

The house agreed that this na- 
tion’s participation in UNRRA 
should expire two years after the 
war ends on all fronts. 

Representative Mansfield, Dem- 
ocrat, Montana, said the bill gives 
this nation “an opportunity to 
show oppressed peoples that we 
are their friends. so

WASHINGTON, Jan. 25.—(4)— 
Suicides occur among dogs and 
sometimes, in the case of pamper- | 


ed pets, the reason for ending it | 
all is—sheer boredom. 

This was related today by Dr. | 
Ben Karpman and Dr. Joseph | 
Perison, psychiatrists of St. Eliza- 
beth’s hospital, who declared in 
the Journal of Criminal Psycho- 
pathology: 

“Among the luxuriously kept 
house pets suicide will sometimes 
take place out of sheer sense o* 
ennui which after all is not so dif- 
ferent from humans, as is the case

Briggs deliver- 
ed the letter to C. Nelson Sparks, 
former mayor of Akron, Ohio, for 
use in his book attacking Willkie 
and charging irregularities in 
Willkie’s 1940 nomination. Twice 
Briggs asked Sparks for money, 
obtained $165, in connection with 
the letter. 

ABSURD, WILLKIE SAYS 

Sparks said he was under the 
impression that Briggs acted in 
good faith and actually had ob- 
tained the letter from Secretary 
Ickes. Ickes denied any knowl- 
edge of it; so did Mr. Lee and 
Frank Phillips, Oklahoma oil man 
mentioned by Briggs in one of his 
letters. Willkie called it absurd. 

Senator Langer, Republican, 
North Dakota, introduced in the 
senate a lot of the correspondence 
between Briggs and Sparks and 
demanded an investigation. 
' Meantime, Hopkins denounced 
the letter. as a forgery and asked 
the Justice Department for an in- 
quiry which ensued immediately 
with the calling of the grand jury 
in the District of Columbia. 

The jury said Hopkins, Dr. Lee, 
Phillips and Ickes established by 
their testimony that they knew 
nothing about the letter. Briggs 
was the last figure in the case to 
be summoned for questioning and 
he told reporters that he would 
not permit himself to “be thrown 
to the wolves.” He was question- 
ed yesterday. The indictments 
were returned this afternoon.

When You Have Company

Our markets have an abundance 
of many cuts of meat these days, 
and if you used your “spares” for 
fresh pork early this month per- 
haps you saved enough brown 
points to indulge now in a center 
cut of ham. This very desirable 
cut often is missing from our mar- 
ket shelves these days, but just 
now seems quite plentiful. The 


accompanying picture shows how 
two slices of ham may be stretch- | 
ed with a filling of bread dress-' 
ing. If you have points for only | 
one slice of ham, lay the one slice. 
on top of a generous amount of 
dressing. Or small squares of 
ham may be arranged on an ample 
amount of moist dressing. Here’s 
the way to make the stuffed ham 
slices: 


2 thin slices ham 

1 cup chopped celery 

2 cups soft bread crumbs 
1 teaspoon salt 


1-4 teaspoon thyme or marjo- 
ram 

1-4 teaspoon pepper. 

1-2 medium onion, minced 

1-3 cup meat drippings 

Mix celery, bread crumbs, onion 
and seasonings. Add melted drip- 
pings slowly, tossing with a fork 
to blend. Lay one slice of ham 
in baking dish, cover with dress- 
ing and top with other ham slice. 
Bake in a moderate oven, 350 de- 
grees allowing 25 to 30 minutes a 
pound. Served with a fruit or 
raisin sauce this makes a splendid 
company dish.

I have also just seen Mr: Nathan Straus’ book, “The Seven Myths 


of Housing.” 


It is a clear and courageous exposition of the prob- 


lems and solutions confronting us in housing as he sees them. I 
hope it will be widely read throughout the country. 

There will be differences of opinion not only among real estate 
interests and private building interests, but among public housing 


people. 


Basically we know: 1. That slums exist in rural and urban 


areas throughout the nation; 2. That we have an expanding popu- 
lation, many of whom must have decent but inexpensive housing; 
3. That this can only be done for our lowest income groups by 
cutting all the normal costs which are included necessarily in private 


operations. 


This war, like the last, has increased bad housing in spite of 
emergency defense building. There will be a demand for housing 
at the end of the war, and the field will be open for both public 
and private building. Public building can spur private industry to 
do a better job, and I do not think it needs to hamper in any way 
the development of legitimate real estate operations and legitimate

The Same Pattern 


Republican leaders are today expressing confidence their 
party will triumph at the polls next November. Which is in- 
evitable. It would be a poor politician who conceded defeat, 
no matter how hopeless his cause, until the ballots are counted. 

Much of the basis, however, for Republican optimism today 
is strangely similar to the optimism which they voiced prior to the 
1940 election. They point to gains in congressional seats and see 
these gains as portents of a changing national sentiment. 

Admitting they gained substantially in congressional strength 
in 1942, they add to this indice subsequent gains in by-elections 
since then. There have been ten vacancies filled. Of these, the 
Republicans have either gained a seat or increased their vote 
majority in seven. Only in one, the second California, did a 
Democrat take a place formerly occupied by a Republican. 

However, it may well be that history is merely repeating 
itself. In the elections of 1938, the Republicans gained 80 seats 
in the house. Then, as now, they hailed this as a sure omen 
of victory for their party in the presidential race of 1940. 

If, as is not yet quite certain, Roosevelt is once again the 
Democratic candidate, this year, it may well be—indeed it prob- 
ably will be—that the Republican hopes of today will prove as 
futile as those they voiced before November, 1940, 

New, if ever, seems to be the time for Republicans to fill their 
quota of crowing. There is too good a chance they will be, 
instead, eating crow after next November’s votes are counted, 
to risk postponing their gloats until later. 


A minority body of thought is for letting up again on a beaten 
Germany. The larger school is for letting history repeat itself, 


but louder.

Those American arm-chair war strategists who have been 
worried about the slow progress made by the Allies along the 
western coast of Italy, and censorious of General Mark Clark 
because he did not “leap frog” the Nazi battle line and land a 
large force nearer to Rome, may now relax and await develop- 
ments. 

Last Saturday the Allies made that “leap frog” move, and 
taking the Nazis by surprise, secured a long beach head, backed 
with sufficient force and munitions to fan out over a large sector, 
which may eventually trap the larger part of some nine divisions 
of Nazis in the Cassino sector. 

Reason for the delay in this “leap frog” landing was a wait 
until a force had been collected, ample munitions provided and 
sufficient landing barges to make the invasion successful. In 
short, the strategic board of experts who are running this war 
know their business—arm-chair strategists to thé contrary, not- 
withstanding. When they know they are ready, they strike, and 
so far they have been successful.

Glenn’s unique and original Mem- 
ory Lane is the greatest single 
addition to the museum, and not 
stopping at that, she refurnished 
me redecorated the entire mu- 
seum, built a new central en- 
trance, and continues to give un- 
stintingly of her money, time and 
talents. One of the most notable 
exhibitions Atlanta has had is now 
at the museum through Mrs.

Rah! Rah! Rah! 
And That $500 Fine! 


Well, I have been waiting around and none 
of the boys have said it, so I will go ahead with 
my own ideas. I have reference to the news of 
a few days ago that the University of Georgia's raorrige 
athletic association had been fined $500 by Mr. Mike Conner, com- 
missioner of the Southeastern Conference. 


When I read the bulletin I picked up the telephone and asked 
for the sports department. After all, I go out of town now and 
then, and I thought that the emergency of the war might have 
caused them to declare the Southeastern Conference a professional 
league and that the czar of the league, Mr. Conner, had slapped a 
fine on the University of Georgia. 

: How else, I argued, could the fine be put on the Georgia asso- 
ciation? If it were a member of an amateur group it certainly could 
not be fined, in the manner of my old baseball umpire friend 
“Steamboat” Johnson, informing a rude batter he has $10 on his 
neck. But here was the news that the fine was not $10 but $500, 
which is not serious money to an up-and-coming football team but 
still is well above the average professional baseball fine. 

I have known Mr. Earl Mann, the president of the professional 
Atlanta Crackers, to grow pale and red and pink and claw the air 
for more oxygen when one of his players had been plastered with 
a fine of $50 for calling an umpire, as they say, “out. of his name.” 

Once when Mr. Paul Richards, the then manager of the Crack- 
ers, was fined $75, Mr. Mann got up. and all but butted his own 
head against the wall as he called upon all the gods to witness 
that a foul arfd unreasonable deed had been done. 

But here a member team of an amateur association has been 
fined $500 and, as far as I have seen, none has taken up the cudgels 
or even raised a polite hand to ask if this is still a college group 
or is it a professional football league? . 


NO DEBT I do not know what the rules are, but I hope and 

trust the proper officials at the University of Georgia 
will tell Mr. Conner to withdraw his fine or they will withdraw 
from the conference. 

It seems to me that all college men, even the synthetic sort who 
wear no Greek letter breast pin or know not the words to the alma 
mater song, should resent any sort of set-up which permits a re- 
tired politician in Mississippi to inform a college athletic association 
it has been fined $500. 

If they got into that sort of thing then it is time to say they got 
in wrong and to back out as gracefully as possible. College football 
can stand scholarships, so long as the faculties are honest, but it 
cannot long endure any agreement which places it on the same 
er as that occupied by the Chicago Bears and the New York 

riants. 

Do people think any more, or don’t they? 

Have the presidents of the colleges so far forgot that football 
finally is their responsibility they have turned it over to a profes- 
sional group? If so, I refer them to the baseball people as being 
much better able to manage a professional set-up. 


THE RULES AsI get it the war came along and some colleges 

were permitted to play Navy men and others, 
with Army men, were told to quit or go along with what they had. 
Well, this was wrong. It meant a lot of good, tough teams played 
a lot of kids. That was not only stupid, it was dangerous, and the 
fact that no kids were badly hurt doesn’t change the facts one little 
bit. It was just lucky they weren’t hurt. The conference should 
have insisted on a schedule change so that civilian teams would 
have played in their own league. 

It seems that Mr. Wallace Butts, with complete candor, wrote 
Mr. Conner and also his rival coaches, almost all of whom had Navy 
veterans, and said that he was willing to play out his schedule but 
to do so would have to play a transfer student or so. He was care- 
ful to say they were not very good. Later scores demonstrated his 
truthfulness. 

Well, Georgia did play out its schedule, honorably and with 
disaster. And now comes this childish fine of $500 in the middle 
of a war year when all rules. have been twisted and distorted to 
such an extent that Tulsa, out in the west, was perfectly within 
its rights in having a civilian team which included a few profes- 
sionals and a war plant worker or so. 

Maybe this is a time for the college presidents or the athletic 
directors or the coaches to get together and correct a lot of things 
which had gone very sour indeed before that December 7 when 
the Japanese came to Pearl Harbor. 

It matters not at all to me, but college football can, in my 
opinion, stand a little house cleaning. Football is one of the 
grandest of all games, with a great hold on the affections of the 
people. 

But take another look at where we are at— 

An ex-political boss in Mississippi is in a position to say to the 
college team of the University of Georgia that he is fining it $500. 

Is that all right, or is it time for the regents in Georgia, and

$2,500,000 Worth 
Of Breakfast 


Yesterday morning I ate two breakfasts. The 
first was the customary Jones diet, coffee, cereal, 
one egg and toast. And a side dish of apple sauce. 

The second was a breakfast that cost those ‘5 
present $2,500,000. Some breakfast! No, thanks for the compli- 
ment, but I was a guest only. I didn’t pay for my bacon and 
scrambled eggs and extra coffee. I’ve got to do a little more care- 
ful financial figuring before taking direct part in any such affair. 
But, incidentally and merely in passing, I'm going to work it out, 
somehow, to do all I can along that line before February 15, when 
the Fourth War Bond campaign ends. 

Well, getting back to that high-priced breakfast. 

I suppose there weré approximately 100 good fellows there. It 
was in connection with a special, “confined to ‘the industry,” drive 
to fill a handsome quota of war bond sales during the fourth cam- 
paign. This special industry group have set for themselves a-quota 
more than 300 per cent that of the amount they bought in the third 
bond drive. ‘That means they’ve pledged, as a group, to turn in 
$4,000,000 in bond sales before that deadline date of February 15. 
Last time, for the third war loan, their industry’s total, for the 
state, was $1,250,000, ‘ 

And, at the one breakfast of yesterday, they made a swell start 
by rolling up a total which, as aforesaid, went beyond the $2,500,000 
mark. Doubled their third war loan achievement, which was con- 
sidered pretty good at the time, at the jump-off. 

They are the liquor dealers of Georgia, wholesale and retail. 


SETTING EXAMPLE It was inspiring to sit there and hear, 


for instance, the Augusta delegate get 


up and pledge $350,000 for the liquor men of that city. Or Savan- 
nah, pledging $500,000. Albany, with another $500,000. Macon, 
with $300,000. And so on. 

Then the individuals, the Atlanta dealers. One man after another 
buying, individually, $1,000 in bonds, or $5,000 or $10,000 or $500 
or $100, each according to his ability. And pledging to sell other 
amounts to their friends. 

Now, it doesn’t matter whether you are a constant customer of 
the liquor stores or whether you are the bluest of blue ribbon pro- 
hibitionists. Or whether, like me, even the slight amount of social 
drinking you were wont to do has been barred by doctor’s orders. 
It doesn’t matter at all what your views or opinions of the liquor 
industry. 

These fellows are setting an example which, if followed by all 
of us, will go a long way toward filling our state, or county or 
community quota in the fourth war loan. 

They are buying more than three times the amount they bought 
in the third war loan. Just bear that in mind. If each one of us, 
individually, but follows their example and multiplies past bond 
purchases by three—and then some—the fourth loan campaign is 
apt to be an overwhelming success. 


IT’S NOT EASY Don’t think, because we went beyond our 
quota in the third loan, it is going to be 
easy to repeat this time. The conditions of the loan are different. 
There is one class of bond, offered before, which is not sale this 
time. 
That is the speculative bond, the type the “free riders,” the 
“speculators,” the boys who were buying bonds to make money 
on a rise, bought. That is out, now. We've got to make up our 
quota, instead, almost entirely from the “E” series. Those are the 
bonds you and I buy, in valuations from $25 to $5,000. The indi- 
vidual, personal, cash purchase bonds. 

That’s why you and I have got to dig toward the bottom of the 
old sock and multiply the best we did in any earlier loan by at 
least three, and by ten if possible. 

There are others, beside the liquor dealers, who find themselves 
in no dissimilar situation. There is a liquor shortage. None of these 
men can buy the stocks of the goods they sell they would like. This 
means they have surplus cash on hand. And they figure it is serving 
better in the form of bonds that hasten the coming victory, that aid 
in the fight on inflation, that patriotically work for the country, 
than it would serve lying idle in bank or currency. 

So they dug deep yesterday morning. Mayor Hartsfield was 
present and they asked him to hold the currency, for the lads who 
came prepared to pay on the barrel head with the real long green. 
I don’t know how many thousands Bill had in his hands at one 
time. But he said he hadn’t seen that much money in eight years, 
at least. | 

The liquor men put out $2,500,000 for breakfast on Tuesday 
morning. Suppose, some morning before February 15, you give

NEW YORK, Jan. 25.—George 
Spelvin, American, has been 
thinking that he may be a sucker 
in opposing the draft of civilian 
labor, because when you _ get 
drafted for the Army or Navy they 
put your old income tax on the 
spike until after the war and six 
months extra, and nobody is silly 
enough to think that they are ever 
going to crowd thé boys for any of 
this dough that they owed before 
they joined up because that would 
be like handing them their dis- 
charge bonus, or whatever they 
are going to call it, and then grab- 
bing it right back. And so the 
way Spelvin figures it, well, if 
you get drafted to work in a war 
factory, well, then, you are doing 
your duty for your country ac- 
cording to the law and if you 
have to give up $125 a week at 
the office and take $50 a week for 
the war job and it costs you all 
of that to live, well, you can’t get 
blood out of a rock and so they 
hang your back tax on the hook, 
too, just like they did with the 
Army. 


Wipe ’Em Out 


Then, after the war is over and 
you have, say, maybe around 10 
or 20 million of these labor- 
draftees getting demobilized out 
of their jobs and they are holding 
no pair, so they get together and 
organize their own veterans’ union 
on the order of the Legion and 
they also put in for a discharge 
bonus to tide them over until they 
can get fresh work and make a 
pay, and their Legion goes down 
to congress and says the boys are 
sorry but they can’t pick up those 
old tabs for their taxes. And, when 
you have had many organized to- 
gether and they just haven’t got 
any dough, anyway, why of course 
congress will say it would be a 
dirty disgrace to bother them 
about it so let us clean the hook 
and everybody start square again 
with old Sam. 

All right, and so if you have got 
the labor draft going real good 
say for three or four years or may- 
be longer, well, you will have 
practically the entire population 
doing government service one way 
or another and you suddenly dis- 
cover that you haven’t got any 
taxpayers left, because it would 
be a foolish expense and waste of 
motion to pay these draftees a 
certain salary for their govern- 
ment work and make them fill out 
all kinds of crazy forms and guess- 
work problems and kick some of 
it back in the form of taxes. So 
the government just takes the tax 
off the top every pay day and, 
after a while they realize that this 
is silly, too, and the easy and eco- 
nomical way is just to pay every- 
body a certain amount and put a 
mark in the books to show that 
they would have paid so-and-so 
much taxes if they had received 
the money. 

In the meanwhile, well, it cer- 
tainly wouldn’t be fair to let cor- 
porations make a profit out of 
your patriotic war work, because 
that would be just like renting out 
the Army to private interests, so 
the corporations disappear from 
the tax rolls too, and the’ stock- 
holders they go busted because 
they don’t get any dividends and 
the stock isn’t worth anything. 


He Likes It 


We are a lot of energetic, smart 
people with a lot of land and 
property and factories, but no- 
body owns anything so nobody can 
give anybody else a job, so old 
Sam he has to move in and run 
all the industries and stores and 
saloons and everything. By this 
time Spelvin, he is used to taking 
orders and working for the gov- 
ernment and he kind of likes this 
business of getting just so much 
and never having to give any of 
it back and he is getting kind of 
old, anyway, so he figures he 
might just as well rock along the 
rest of the way like that. 

He doesn’t own his own home 
any more but the government 
gives him a little place to live in 
end regulates the price of meat, 
potatoes, cigarets and toddy, and 
everybody gets enough and no- 
body gives a damn any more and 
the best of it all is that Mr.-Spel- 
vin, American, is doing about as 
well and living about the same 
this way as he would if he had 
his old job back under high taxes, 
and look at all the worry and fig- 
ure-work it saves him. 

Maybe once you get drafted you 
don’t ever get undrafted, because 
nobody says for how long you got 
to serve in this labor army and 
once you are in you can’t just de-

If babies, children, the sick and 
the aged in Albany continue to 
have fresh milk to drink, it will 
be because two dairies supplying 
hundreds of homes and _ institu- 
tions in the community are under 
a sense of great responsibility. 
The price control section OPA 
has decreed that Albany consum- 
ers cannot pay a higher price fo1 
milk, though all of them are per- 
fectly willing to pay. It has re- 
pudiated the Dougherty County 
Price Panel’s action approving a 
price advance, though the panel's 
action had unanimous local ap- 
proval, OPA orders the old price 
restored, and does not even con- 
descend to intimate that the mat- 
ter will receive further attention. 
OPA’s dignity has been vindi- 
cated. Washington has reminded 
Georgia communities facing milk 
crises that it knows more about 
their problems than they them- 
selves know. If Albany’s, Savan- 
nah’s and other cities’ milk sup- 
plies are cut off, it is no concern 
of OPA. The milk may sour or 
be fed to pigs. The sick may get 
sicker, and babies go hungry. A 
wave of disgust with arrogance 
and inefficiency may rise and 
gather momentum, but the milk- 
white banner of OPA will contin- 
ue to wave o’er the Land of the 
Free and the Home of the Brave.

Democrats Are United 


On Fourth Term Draft 


WASHINGTON.—One thing unmistakably demonstrated in the 
Democratic 1944 campaign curtain-:aised on Saturday is that Presi- 
dent Roosevelt either must accept a fourth nomination or leave his 
party so hopelessly debilitated as to be unable even to stir up a 
respectable scrap within its own ranks. 

Judged by the flood of individual and group complaints it has 
been receiving, the party high command expected trouble from 
several directions. 

A group of middle westerners, headed by James C. Quigley, of 
Nebraska, staged a rumpus at the national committee meeting in 
Chicago last year and arrived for the present session ahead of time 
ostensibly to repeat this performance. 

Early last week, also, a flock of southern governors came to 
town, breathing fire and brimstone against alleged federal dis- 
criminations affecting their section. In this group were several 
governors who had talked openly of the possibility of southern bolt 
against a fourth term. , 

President Roosevelt’s call for a national service act to end 
strikes seemingly had antagonized all but an extreme left wing 
of organized labor. 

And at the very moment when the Democratic committeemen 
were assembling there occurred a final collapse of the effort to 
compromise the ruckus over food subsidies, in which virtually the 
whole Democratic congressional representation from the south and 
west is arrayed against the administration. 


FARLEY’S PRESENCE DISTURBING Most disturbing of 
all to the party 


managers must have been the news that James A. Farley, leader of 
Democratic opposition to the third term and reported even more 
opposed to a fourth, had slipped into the headquarters hotel and 
was busily finagling among the committeemen. 

What eventuated from these rumblings of dissension? 

Exactly nothing. The supposed western insurgents were the firat 
of all to plunk for a fourth term. The southern governors left town, 
if not placated at least effectually silenced, If dissident labor union 
ists and farmers were present they did not disclose themselves by. 
even so much as an off-key peep. Mr. Farley left before the formal 
meeting began, tiptoeing, as he came. 

The reason for all this abnegation is plain enough. It is that 
Democratic aspirants for office, from would-be vice presidents of 
the United States down to town constables, cannot discern a glim- 
mer of 1944 hope anywhere except in another ride on Mr. Roose 
velt’s coattails. 

The situation in 1940 was a little different. Mr. Farley and John 
N. Garner, respectively chairman of the Democratic national com- 
mittee and vice president, then were leading the anti-third-term van. 
Those two really believed that, between them, they could stir up 
enough opposition within the party to cause the President to de 
cline an unprecedented third nomination. 

If Farley and Garner, with prestige of the two party offices 
ranking next to the President, could not block him, the anti-fourth- 
termers ask, what chance is there of doing it now, when every 
vestige of Democratic machinery, nationally speaking, is firmly in 
White House hands.

The New Deal 
is Franklin D. Roosevelt.” 

Mr. Wallace, like every other Democratic office-seeker, plainly 
is hanging on for dear life to Mr. Roosevelt's coattails, but also he 
is hanging on to the “New Deal” policies with all of their old-time 
implication respecting organized labor, impecunious farmers and 
“big business’ villains. 

Implied in Mr, Wallace's remarks is just the suspicion of a 
threat that, if he is finally shoved from his coattail perch, a lot of 
other New Deal supporters may slide off with him.

“At the ’Cross, at the Cross, 
where I first saw the light, and 
the burden of my heart rolled 
away,” is one of their favorite 
songs and they make it ring.

STRONG AND FIERY 

Then they pray, and when the 
prayer is over, a preacher gets 
up and for 15 minutes, before the 
big horn blows to summon them 
all back to work, he gives them 
a strong and fiery gospel, right out 
of The Book. 

It is a daily thing, this brief 
but solemn service at the aircraft 
hangar every morning as peo- 
ple who send bombers out, as one 
of the pastors put it, “to slay the 
Kings of Evil,” join together for 
a while to praise the Prince of 
Peace. 

It has been going on for quite 
a while now. The Rev. Chas- 
tain, a young and handsome work-

The Rev. Ford is a great buffalo 
of a man, half Indian and half 
Irish, and his voice is a baritone 
powerful as the song of a 2,000-hp.

hair that he wears long in the 
back like William Jennings Bryan, 
and on his huge bare freckled 
arms are tattooed an American 
flag, a bleeding heart, and clasped 
hands representing Friendship, 
Love and Truth. The tattooes, he 
explains, are mementoes of his 
early days when he ‘vas a master 
sergeant in the Richmond, Va., 
National Guard. 

When war broke out the Rev. 
Ford had given up the ministry, 
due to his wife’s ill health, and 
was running a filling station and 
a hotel in Florida. He tried ‘irst 
to be a chaplain, but he was too 
old, and then he tried every way 
he knew to get in the service. 
When this failed he sold his ho- 
tel and his station for $15,000 and 
put every dime they brought into 
war bonds, and came to Robins 
Field to work in the plant, 

Sometimes he preaches, but 
mainly he just leads the singing 
and the praying and lets the oth- 
er ministers preach. Sometimes 
it is the Rev. Barfield from the 
paint and dope department, a tiny 
little man with thinning hair of 
fiery red who on the day I was 
there preached a ringing sermon 
on the Hebrew children in the 
fiery furnace. Sometimes it is 
the, Rev. Bateman, a tall, mild- 
eyed man from the _  sheet-metal 
department, a Congregational Holi- 
ness, or the Rev. John Swink from 
the machine shop, a Nazarene. 

Being of different sects, of 
course, their doctrines vary, but 
there is never any bad blood be- 
tween the ministerial contingent. 
Some are premilleniests, who be- 
lieve the world gets worse and 
worse, and some are post-millen- 
iests, who believe it grows bet- 
ter and better, the Rev. Ford says. 
Some think that a man must stand 
to pray and others hold that he 
should kneel. Bui these things 
do not matter. When one is 
preaching all the others say 
“Amen.” 

“Faith in Christ as Saviour of 
the World is the thing we all be- 
lieve, brother,” says the Rev. 
Ford. “That is the rock, brother. 
And when a man clings close to 
the rock, we must all pay him 
heed.”

Americans have two character- | 


istics which are found in no other 
country. They have an itch to re- 
form other people, and they can- 
not resist the temptation to med- 
die in the affairs of their neigh- 
bors. 

There are exceptions, of course, 
as there are reformers and med- 
diers in other lands, but as a peo- 
ple we are unique in our habitual 
inability to attend to our own 
business and let other people's 
business alone. 

This trait is strangely illogical, 
for it denies the freedom that all 
profess to love, and it violates the 
Golden Rule which all revere. All 
of us resent our neighbors’ efforts 
to reform us, and their meddling 
in our affairs, yet we persist in 
doing to them the things we resent 
their doing to us. 

The only explanatign of this 
trait is self-righteous vanity, for 
our attitude can be justified only 
on the assumption that our neigh- 
bors stand in need of reforming, 
while we are flawless people who 
cannot be improved. We resent 
meddling because we feel compe- 
tent to manage our own affairs; 
we meddle because we think other 
people have need of our superior 
wisdom. 

But even if this were true— 
even if we were superior in 
righteousness and efficiency—who 
made us a judge of our neighbors, 
and who authorized us to interfere 
in their business? 

While we limit our meddling to 
the lives and affairs of our own 
people, no great harm is done. The 
maximum cost is a public insult 
or a black eye. 

Rut when we look beyond our 
borders and attempt to interfere 
in the affairs of other peoples and 
teach them more righteous be- 
havior, our meddling becomes in- 
sufferable impudence that no self- 
respecting people can endure. 

In a free land, a private citizen 
hasthe right to say what he thinks, 
for he speaks only for himself; 
but the public man seems to 
speak with authority, and his 
words involve the whole nation. 
When he meddles, the nation 
seems to be meddling. And the 
people of other lands, infuriated

by his meddling, blame all of us 
for his offense. It is a poor way 
to encourage the international co- 
operation that is necessary to in- 
sure lasting peace.

If discre- 
tion fails, elementary good man- 
ners should oe not to butt in. 


Germans Ban

On Prisoner Mail 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 25.—(/)— 
| German authorities have advised 
the State Department they will 
confiscate mail for American pris- 
‘oners of war when the envelopes 
| bear patriotic slogans. 
| This was disclosed today by 
Postmaster General Walker, who 
said the State Department is “pro- 
testing this interference with the 
delivery of mail to our men.” 
| To assure delivery of mail, 
| Walker said, such slogans as “V 
for Victory,” “Win the War” and 
“Buy War Savings Bonds and 
Stamps,” should be avoided. 
Walker asked the public to hand 
personally to post office employes 
all mail addressed to prisoners of 
war or, if mailing in a letter box, 
| to place the letter inside a second 
| envelope with this inscription: 
“Postmaster — Prisoner of War 
Mail.” The outer envelope need 
not be stamped, The mail then 
will be inspected to make sure it 
bears none of the forbidden leg- 
ends or symbols.

Mustering Out 
Pay Nothing But 
Political Sop? 


It was common knowledge for 
months in every city and hamlet 
in the United States that thou- 
sands of men, many of them dis- 
abled, were being dismissed from 
the service right along with only 
a few dollars in their pockets and 
that the economic situation of the 
majority of them became desper- 
ate almost immediately. 

This situation still prevails, but 
what I am getting at is that it 
was only a few weeks ago and 
possibly under the influence of 
public outcry that numerous mem- 
bers of congress suddenly com- 
menced taking notice of the mat- 
ter and saying, “my goodness, this 
is incredible. We must do some- 
thing about it.” 

They talked as if it had just 
come to their attention, though, 
mark you, several bills had long 
before been presented to them 
providing remedies for the relief 
of the veterans after discharge. It 
was when I heard this 1l-am-sur- 
prised line of guff that I knew the 
statesmen were making ready for 
the old, old game of cuffing the 
veterans around again. 

JUST A SOP 

I suppose it is better than noth- 
ing at all, but I think the $300 
maximum mustering-out pay to 
the men and women of the service 
is just a sop that the statesmen 
hope will quiet them for the time 
being. And I also think that it 
emphasizes the importance of my 
recent advice to the veterans to 


consolidate their enormous voting | 


strength after the war in a manner 
that will make it certain the old 
soldier and sailor will finally get 
a square deal from the nation. 
The measure that would have 
given the discharged man his serv- 
ice pay for a year was quickly 
knocked out on the ground it 
would cost $10,000,000,000. This 
nation can loan out that kind of 
money with scant hope of getting 
it back, but it seems it is too 
much to spend on our fighting 
men, although they would have 
circulated it right here at home. 
Oddly enough, 10 billion dollars 
is the amount some think a na- 
tional lottery would return to the 
Treasury every year and I 'suggest- 
ed recently that the lottery be 


used to give the veterans pay con- 
tinuance for a year. I regret to say 
the statesmen did not bother to 
give my plan the slightest consid- 
eration. 

BETTER THAN NOTHING 


The bill passed by the house pro- 
vides for a flat payment of $100 
immediately upon discharge with 
an additional $200 to be paid in 
two monthly installments for those 
serving more than 60 days. Those 
serving less than 60 days would 
receive only the $100. I do not like 
this bill, but as I say it is probably 
better than nothing and I hope and 
trust it makes some provision to 
prevent loan sharks profiting on it 
by discounting the payments. 

That is to say, by giving the vet- 
erans cash for their claims, less a 
neat interest. This is something 
that must be guarded against. I 
think a jail penalty for sharks 
should be incorporated in the bill. 
And of course it is generally un- 
derstood that the $300 mustering- 
out pay will not be considered an 
advance against a future bonus 
and that, too, should be in the bill 
because I have'no faith in govern- 
ment promises when it comes to 
its veterans. 

If it is not put down in black 
and white that the mustering-out 
pay has nothing to do with a 
bonus, a future generation of ci- 
vilians will eagerly seize upon it 
as an excuse to combat the claims 
of the old soldiers and sailors. I 
think the service men of this war 
would be glad to accept continu- 
ance of pay for a year from dis- 
charge in liec of a bonus and I 
also think this arrangement would 
be less expensitvé than the $300 
mustering out pay now and the 
bonus later.
